J UST seven weeks after 
the mysterious death of 
beloved husband Frank 
Gifford, Kathie Lee has 
ditched her wedding ring! 

“It’s really quite shocking,” 
says one insider. “It happened 
awfully fast, and no one was 
expecting it.” 

As you can see in GLOBE’s 
photo, Kathie Lee took off 
the ring symbolizing her 29- 
year marriage to the former 
professional football player, 
who died Aug. 9. And pals 
say the man-hungry widow is 
ready to date again! 

“Kathie Lee thinks Frank 
would want her to fall in love 
again,” an insider says. “She is 
a strong woman, but she would 
be safer not being alone.” And 
she also “thinks Frank would 
really want the love of his life 
to be cared for in her older 


years. She is open to the idea 
of falling in love,” adds the 
insider. 

Kathie Lee’s decision to 
remove her wedding band 
came after a touching Sept. 20 
tribute by his old team, the 
New York Giants. 

The Today co-anchor 
and her kids, Cassidy, 22, 
and Cody, 25, attended the 
ceremony, marked by a 
moment of silence before the 
game. Choked-up Kathie Lee 
recalls, “You realize millions

liked him, and he really was a 
legend.” 

As GLOBE reported, the 
exact cause of Frank’s death 
is still shrouded in mystery — 
because there was no autopsy. 

His sudden, unexpected end 
came one week before his 85th 
birthday. Kathie Lee found 
the ex-TV sportscaster on the

Frank officially died of 
natural causes, believed 
be a heart attack, 
but globe's experts 
maintain an autopsy was

Hall of Famer Frank

“Kathie Lee was totally 
humiliated and remained 
bitter,” says a friend. 

And GLOBE’S insider adds: 
“You have to wonder if all that 
mess and the bitterness played 
a role in Kathie Lee getting rid 
of her wedding ring so quickly. 
I guess we’ll never know.”

was quickly stashed away from 
public view — not even seeing 
her own mother for 20 long 
years! 

Sister Paulus Taylor, a nun, 
spent most of her life caring 
for the brain-damaged young 
woman at an institution in 
Wisconsin 
called the St. 

Coletta School 
for Exceptional 
Children. 

“It’s very 
sad,” says 
Sister Paulus’ 
niece, Elizabeth 
Koehler- 
Pentacoff, 57, in 
her newly published book. The 
Missing Kennedy. 

The third of nine children 
born to Joe and Rose Kennedy, 
Rosemary was very close to her 
older brother, John, who was 
destined to become president 
in 1960 and die by an assassin’s 
bullet on Nov. 22, 1963. 

Rosemary struggled in school 
as she grew, but otherwise was 
a normal, attractive and very 
loving girl who kept a detailed 
diary. It described the dances 
she had attended and the people 
she had met while living in 
London after her father was 
appointed U.S. ambassador to 
Britain in 1938. 

Hidden shame 

But as she entered her 20s, 
Rosemary exhibited mood 
swings. Her parents put her in 
a convent but she would sneak 
away at night to meet young 
men when the nuns were asleep. 
Her father, who carried on a 
tawdry affair with actress Gloria 
Swanson, was furious when he 
found out what Rosemary had 
been doing. 

Joe sought some way to 
control Rosemary and, finally, 
without even telling Rose, he had 
his young daughter undergo to a 


new procedure meant to allow 
a patient to live a “peaceful and 
productive life” — by removing 
the frontal lobes of her brain. 

After the botched operation, 
Rosemary could not walk or 
talk or even control her bodily 
functions. Joe shunted her off 
to a home called Craig House, 
north of New York City, where 
she remained for eight years and 
where she suffered sexual abuse. 

Her siblings, and even her 


own mother, had no idea what 
had become of Rosemary — and 
were afraid to ask! 

In 1949, Rosemary was moved 
to St. Coletta in Jefferson, Wis. It 
was another 12 years, however, 
before Rose and her other 
children would learn what had 
become of Rosemary. 

“Joe had a stroke in December 
1961, and St. Coletta had to 
contact someone else, so they 
reached out to Mrs. Kennedy,” 


Koehler-Pentacoff says. 

Shortly thereafter. Rose 
flew to Wisconsin to visit her 
tragic daughter. Rosemary 
met her mom at the airport in 
Milwaukee, and ran to her. 

“Mrs. Kennedy opened her 
arms in greeting as Rosie raised 
her arms, but the reunion 
quickly took an ominous turn,” 
Koehler-Pentacoff writes.

TRAGIC INNOCENT ENDURED BARBARIC SURGERY 


WHAT the ruthless Kennedy patriarch 
did to Rosemary Kennedy was down- 
right insane! 

But, weirdly, the notion of curing 
mental illness by chopping out a chunk 
of brain actually won a Nobel Prize in 
1949 - eight years after the innocent 
young woman endured the barbaric 
operation! 

"Lobotomies came about because 
there were NO drugs to treat mental 


illness at that time," says Dr. Stuart 
Fischer, who has a degree in psychol- 
ogy from Yale University. 

"The frontal lobe gives us the intel- 
lectual ability to reason. 

"The idea was that removing the 
frontal lobes would induce childhood 
through surgery, and give the patient 
time to mature correctly afterward." 

That bizarre theory gave Rosemary's 
father the opportunity to be free of 


his challenging daughter - by reducing 
her to a drooling zombie! Docs cut into 
her temple and then severed the fibers 
connecting her front lobe to the rest of 
the brain, taking away her ability to do 
even basic things. 

"The procedure was an utter fail- 
ure," adds Dr. Fischer. "Patients were 
stripped of their personalities and abil- 
ity to think. Today it would be consid- 
ered a crime!" 


primordial ‘AAAARRRRRCK!’” 

“It was her saying, Where 
have you been for 20 years?’” 
Koehler-Pentacoff tells GLOBE. 
“She was angry and upset. 

“However, after that first 
meeting she did not react with 
anger or sadness, and was 
happy to see all of her family 
members visit her. 

“They embraced her — and 
within a few years she was able 
to learn how to socialize and 


make her way in the town. Then 
she started traveling and visited 
all of their homes along with my 
aunt.” 

Blending in 

Once her evil father was out 
of the picture — he died in 1969 
— Rosemary was allowed more 
freedom, and even joined her 
siblings at the family compound 
in Hyannis Port, Mass. 

On those visits, Koehler- 


Pentacoff says. Rose would often 
look at her daughter, shake her 
head sadly, and say, “Oh, what 
did we do to you, Rosemary. . .” 

Rosemary spent her days 
swimming, taking twice-daily 
walks and watching television. 
Rose also had an indoor pool 
built on the campus, and 
Rosemary enjoyed putting on 
a miniature golf course right 
outside her door. 

Rosemary died on Jan. 7, 2005, 


at the age of 86. The real tragedy 
of her life, Koehler-Pentacoff 
says, is that Rosemary probably 
only suffered from a learning 
disability. 

“They said she was ‘mentally 
retarded,’ but she wasn’t,” 
Koehler-Pentacoff adds. “She 
was probably just dyslexic. 
People didn’t know anything 
about learning disabilities. 

“It’s just very sad.”

F rantic Hillary Clinton, 
67, desperately needs 
Oprah Winfrey to help 
her sinking presidential 
campaign — but the TV 
mogul has two words for the 
Democrat: fat chance!

weren’t on the memo, but 
a source says: “In Oprah’s 
opinion, members of 
the Clinton administration 
wouldn’t have used phrases 
like that if they thought the 
President and First Lady would 
find it offensive.”

U the mysterious case of 
a young man’s baffling 
death! 

After GLOBE ripped the lid off a 
long-suppressed coroner’s report, 
a top Los Angeles private eye is 
demanding that police reopen the 
22-year-old investigation. 

“Detectives cleared James 
Caan, who was at the peak of 
his popularity then, but maybe 
he got preferential treatment 
by star-struck cops,” says for- 
mer Chicago policeman-turned- 
Hollywood private investigator 
Paul Huebl. “It’s crucial to reopen 
this case and let a new set of eyes 
interpret the evidence.” 

Caan claimed he was snooz- 
ing in an eighth-floor Wilshire 
Blvd. apartment, miles from his 
wife and child in Bel Air, when 
strapping 25-year-old actor Mark 
Schwartz plummeted to his death 
outside the building in the wee 
hours of Sept. 18, 1993. 

Caan, 54 at the time, was hauled 
in for questioning by the LAPD 
but was freed the same day and 
was soon absolved of any wrong- 
doing. The actor said he’d been 
using the apartment for “peace 
and quiet” to read scripts. 

Lawmen initially considered 
Schwartz’s bizarre death a 
homicide - but ultimately 
concluded it was an accident. 
Now, GLOBE has uncovered

a coroner’s report that’s never 
been seen publicly before. And 
the document paints a suspicious 
portrait of Caan’s involvement! 

First, when cops arrived at the 
scene, Caan, who rose to fame 
playing Mafia killer Sonny Cor- 
leone in The Godfather, barred 
investigators from entering 
his apartment. 

“The room is not available ... 
because of the occupant holding 


off police,” wi'ote the coroner’s 
investigator. “They will enact 
a warrant and force entry if 
necessary.” 

Before Caan let police inside, 
the report says investigators 
spied “bare furnishings, narcotics 
and paraphernalia, along with a 
9 mm handgun.” 

And the report states neighbors 


heard “multiple shots and 
scuffling” coming from Caan’s 
apartment between 3 a.m. and 
4 a.m. 

Meanwhile, Schwartz was last 
seen by the building doorman 
entering the lobby elevator right 
around that time. Moments after 
he would have arrived at Caan’s

place, the doorman heard a thump 
outside. Schwartz’s body was dis- 
covered about three hours later. 

Schwartz’s father, Arnold, says 
police infoiTtied him that Caan, 
now 75, didn’t answer the door 
when they arrived. 

“I was told he had taken a seda- 
tive and that's why he slept toough 
my son pounding on 
the door and their 
knocks as well/ Ar- 
nold tells GLOBE. 

‘They said a lock- 
smith had to open the 
door for them.” 

What’s more, the 
coroner’s investigator notes there 
were “peculiar parallel abrasions to 
the left side of (Schwartz’s) abdo- 
men that I could not account for in 
the fall.” 

A private investigator who re- 
viewed the coroner’s report for 
GLOBE says it’s possible those 
abrasions were sustained during the 
scuffle heard by neighbors. 

Arnold Schwartz says the 


coroner’s report “clearly raises more 
questions than answers.” 

Veteran investigator Huebl agrees. 

“If the cops saw a gun, did they 
process it to see if it had been re- 
cently fired, and did anyone look 
for spent cartridges inside the 
apartment or outside near the vic- 
tim’s body?” he asks. “Did they 
check Caan’s hands 
for gunshot residue? 
Was this a ‘jump or 
I’ll shoot you’ kind 
of situation? A ho- 
micide investiga- 
tion should never be 
closed. Every death 
case must be worked as if it’s mur- 
der until there’s reason to catego- 
rize it as an accident or suicide. 

“A lot has changed for crime 
fighters in the past two decades, 
so modern science may find new 
avenues to explore. There are 
serious questions that need answers. 
It’s not too late to solve this case.”

ODTRAGED FATHER blasts Doston neighbors who ignored Dab 



T he child known as 
“Baby Doe” never 
had a chance! 

For months, the 
Boston area was 
transfixed by the horror 
of the unidentified infant 
who was found dead in a 
trash bag. 

It wasn’t until grandmother 
Patricia Quinn saw a 
composite image of “Little 
Baby Doe” that the case 
moved forward. 

Patricia thought the 
sketch looked like her pretty 
granddaughter Bella, who 
was missing at the time. 

It was four months after 
her body washed up on the 
beach in Boston harbor that 
police identified the tiny victim 
as two-year-old Bella Bond. 
Now, say officials, the girl’s 
body was placed in “some kind 
of” refrigerator after she was 
killed. Then, a month later, it 
was tossed out like garbage. 

The case broke wide open 
when a tipster told cops that 
Bella’s mom, Rachelle Bond, 
40, admitted that her crazed 
boyfriend Michael McCarthy 
“killed her child.” 

McCarthy, 35, became 
convinced Bella was demonic 



and beat her to a pulp. 

Bond went into her 
daughter’s room and 
reportedly saw McCarthy 
punching Bella because he 
believed she was possessed, a 
source says. 

Though the medical 

examiner has found no signs 
of internal bleeding or external 
bruising, investigators are 
operating on the theory that 
McCarthy did something to 
the adorable tyke that left her 
unable to breathe. 

“There is confidence that 
what he did ... resulted in her 
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/ Doe’s cries 


Rachelle's boyfriend, Michael 
McCarthy, is being charged with 
baby Bella's murder 


loss of life,” an official says. 

Ruthless Rachelle and her 
boyfriend were arrested. 
McCarthy is facing a murder 
charge. Bond is looking at 
being charged as an accessory. 

Joe Amoroso, Bella’s 
biological father, says he 
believes Bond had nothing to 
do with their daughter’s death. 

“She told me the whole story. 
She was very emotional [and] 
sincere through the whole 
thing, and I believe her.” 

Amoroso says he left Bond 
after learning she had been 
arrested for prostitution. 


Teary Amoroso, who 
never met Bella, says, “My 
poor little angel Bella’s 
life was taken from her by 
a monster — by a demon. 
He’s the demon,” he adds, 
referring to McCarthy. 

“He murdered my 
daughter, and then said 
he did it because she was 
a demon,” says Amoroso, 
who has been in Florida for 
the last two years. 

Bond was ordered held in 
lieu of a $1 million bond. 
McCarthy was denied bail. 

Amoroso blasts neighbors 
for failing to stop the sleazy 
almost-stepdad who called 
her a “child of Satan.” 

“The only thing that has 
me [upset] is the next door 
neighbors, anybody that 
lived around her. That’s what 
bothers me.” 

Amoroso’s charges come as 
detectives continue to probe 
the claim that the poor toddler 
was punched in the stomach 
by her abuser until she died. 

“Shame on anyone that 
lived in that building that 
didn’t start asking questions 
(about the abuse),” says 
Amoroso.

While LASIK 
surgery permanently removes tis- 
sue to reshape the cornea and im- 
prove how the eye focuses light, the 
KAMRA implant sits in a pocket 
sealed by a miniscule bit of tissue 
that can be easily reopened. A KA- 
MRA inlay is not covered by most 
insurance plans. Ophthalmologists 
typically charge up to $5,000 for 
the procedure, which can help an 
estimated 122 million Americans.
